{mn Discussing the Murder of Freder- 
ick Pearce, Wells States That 
He Acted Under the Influ- 
ence of Blind Passion and 
Out of His Mind. 


W. R. Wells, condemned to hang next 
Monday for the murder of Frederick 
Pearce, a blind man, declared yesterday 
afternoon that he does not desire his Tife 
prolonged by respite from Governor 
Candiecr. He states that he is prepared 
and ready to die and wants an end put 
to his suffering at the appointed time. 
zovernor Candler is to act this morning 
on the petition for a commutation of the 
Sentence to life imprisonment. 

“I do not expect the governor to take 
any action in my case unless it is to 
grant me a respite for twenty or thirty 
Gays,”’ sald the doomed man yesterday 
afternoon. “I do not want a respite, 
for this only makes a man linger and 
suffer more. I want the ordeal over with 
as soon as possifle, so I will be out of 
my suffering. I can only hope that the 
governor will see fit to extend me clem- 
ency. 

“T am ready to go,” = continued. “I 
am putting my whole faith and trust in 
30d and I know He will not forsake me. 


If I had only realized this fact ten years 


age I would not be behind these prison 
‘bars and in-this situation, but would be 
free and a diterent man. I realize the 
great mistake I have made in this re- 
spect. I have found out that our friends 
on earth will forsake us when we are in 
trouble, but I know that God will always 
love us and never forsake us.” 


Wells in Good Spirits. 

Although he knew that the prison com- 
mission had declined to interfere. with 
the execution of the death sentence, 
Wells was in good spirits yesterday and 
apparently greatly enjoyed carrving on a 
sonversation. He said that he felt even 
better than he did the day previous. He 
appeared to believe there is little hope 
for him and seemed perfectly resigned to 
his fate. His nerve is holding up re- 
markable well, although he says that at- 
tacks of heart disease and asthma some- 
times cause him nervousness. 

The prisoner was removed vesterday 
from murderer’s row to a cei! on the 
fourth floor of the Tower and the death 
watch was placed over him. C. H. Bank- 
ston went on duty at noon and was re- 
Heved last night at midnight bv Wiley 
Roberts. He will do duty until noon 
today. The two men will watch over 
Wells and remain near him alternately 
until he is led from his cell to the gal- 
lows. 

At noon vesterday Wells was taken 
from his cell and given a bath, which 
he enjoyed very much. His wife visited 
him twice yesterday, once in the morn- 
ing and again in the afternoon. The 
meetings between the husband and wife 
were affecting. Wells retains qa good 
appetite and sleeps well. 

Dr. W. C. Fisher, the county physictan, 
has taken much interest in the con- 
demhed man and vyesterday instructed 
Jailer Buran to order anything that 
Wells may desire and present the bill 
to him. A big piece of ice and some 
cool water was sent to the cell yesterday 
and the officials are endeavoring to ren- 
der the last days of the prisoner as com- 
fortable as possible. 

Says He Was Crazy. 

In conversation yesterday afternoon 
Wells talked freely of the killing of 
Pearce and declared that he was irre- 
sponsible for the act. 

“T did mot know what I was doing,” 
sai@ he, ‘‘and at that time I was as 
crazy as any person in the insane asy- 
lum. I would not have done it for any- 
thing in the world. When I was just 
two years old a grown relative struck 
me in the head with a rock and fractured 
my skull in three places. 

“On the day of the difficulty Pearce 
hit me with a stick on the injured spot 
and this addled me considerably. I held 
him for a few minutes and begged him 
to let me alone. I then walked away 
and he followed me, striking me on 
the side of the head with the stick. The 
blow knocked me perfectly crazy and I 
did mot kncqg what I was doing. I do 
not even remember when I pulled my 
knife. This is the truth and nothing 
but the truth of the affair. It is the 
truth if it was ever told.”’ 

Son Goes with Soldiers. 

Wells has a son 18 years of age, who 
belongs to the Fifth regiment state mili- 
Ha. Thursday the young man visited 
‘he Tower, bid his father an affectionate 
and last goodby and a short while later 
@eparted with the regiment for Wrights- 
ville Beach, N. C., on a ten days’ camp- 
ing expedition. When the father goes 
son the gallows Monday and expiates his 
crime, the son will be miles away fol- 
lowing the routine of sol§ier’s duty on 
the seacoast.

Tells for First Time How 
He Outwitted Bel-

New York, July 18.—In an interview to- 
day John W. Gates gave the following 
history of the Louisville and Nashville 
deal:

BUMPER CROP 
IS PREDICTED 


Vice President Morton Says 
Yield of Corn Will Be 
Tremendous. 


FORMER HIGH WATER MARK 
WILL BE EASILY PASSED 


He Thinks That the Yield Will Ex- 
ceed 2,500,000,000 _ Bushels, 
and That Capacity of Rail- 
roads Will Be Heavily 
Taxed. 


Chicago, July 18.—Paul Morton, first 
vice president of the Santa Fe road, pre- 
dicts a bumper crop of corn for the west 
and the entire country this season. He 
estimates the total crop of the country 
at 2,500,000,000 bushels, and declares that 
the railroads of. the west will have all 
they can do to take care of the increased 
traffic that will result therefrom. 

Mr. Morton’s estimate was made after 
a careful survey of the situation, supple- 
mented by personal inspection of western 
states traversed by the lines of the 
Santa Fe, and by reports given him by 
agents of the company in nearly every 
corn-bearing state in the union. 

“T am convinced,” said Mr. Morton, 
“that this country will have the largest 
corn yield in its history, and that the 
high-water marg of 2,200,000,000 bushels 
will be exceeded by at least ‘300,000,000 
bushels.”’

By taking the Standard’s annual con- 
tract the American Tin Plate Company 
would get the last of the big American 
buyers of tin from Wales. It is also

One of tthe trio suggested a game of 
cards, saying he had won several thou- 
sand dollars which he did not know what 
to do with. Hanson, suspicious, started 
to leave the room, when, he says, the 
three men tried to rob thhim, but after a 
lively tussel he got to the street.

ORDER OF THE HIBERNIANS. 


President Keating Refers to Death of 
Archbishop Feehan. 

Denver, Cplo., July 18.—President Keat- 
ing, of the Ancient Order of Hibernians, 
in his annual report, referred feelingly 
to the death of Archbishop Feehan, of 
Chicago. 

Of the progress and standing of the 
order, President Keating said: 

“We are today the strongest Catholic 
body organized in the United States. We 
can go further, and proudly claim we 
are the largest body in the world com. 
prised of one nationality and belonging 
to one religion. Our labors in the fields 
of benevolence have carried peace and 
happiness to many bereaved homes.” 

President Keating reported the finances 
in good condition, notwithstanding the 
heavy expenses due to the charitable 
work at Galveston. He spoke also of the 
fund for the aid of the Boers, 

President Keating recommended that 
more officers be provided by the organi- 
zation of the country into sixty districts, 
each to be under the charge of a na- 
tional director. A generous tribute was 
paid to the work of the ladies’ auxiliary, 
but the president refrained from making 
any recommendation of separation. 

He urged that Irish history be taught 
in parochial schools and spoke at lerigth 
on the subject of Catholic education. In 
closing his address he urged a dignified 
neutrality of the order as regards other 
orders of Irishmen. 

The anger of the delegates was aroused 
somewhat today by a statement con- 
tained in a printed circular distributed 
at the door of the convention hall to 
the effect that the order had not kept 
its promise to Ireland. It was said free- 
ly that the circular was the product of 
the head officials of the United Irish 
League.

WIFE KILLS HUSBAND 
AND BROTHER IN LAW

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Hundreds of Square Miles Will

LOSSES WILL REACH 
FAR INTO MILLI 


Grain Men Estimate That Damage 


Amounting to $4,000,000 Will 
Be Inflicted—Inhabitants in 
Threatened District 
Are Fleeing. 


Keokuk, Iowa, July 18.—Heavy rains in 
central Iowa yesterday and today are 
sending a flood down upon prosperous 
Missouri farmers which will ruin many 
of them and cause losses aggregating at 
a conservative estimate two and a half 
million dollars. There seems to be no 
hope tonight for the country between the 


| Mississippi and the Missouri bluffs be- 
tween Keokuk and Hannibal, : 


300 square 
miles. The Des Moines river began to 
rise 3 inches an hour at its mouth here 
today, continuing until hope of safety 
was abandoned this afternoon. 

A rise of 11-2 feet In a short time this 
morning at Ottumwa and a further rise 
throughout its length below the capital 
city was prevented from running out 
freely by a rise of a foot and a half at 
Davenport last night, increasing and 
coming down rapidly. This afternoon the 
observer of the weather bureau at Keo- 
kuk, in charge of this district, sent tele- 
graphic warning to all points south to 
prepare for danger. The crest is expect- 
ed here Saturday or Sunday. 

The Egyptian levee, which’ stood the 
flood just receding after strenuous ef- 
forts to hold it, is only slightly above 
the water now, and the coming flood in 
the Des Moines will top it certainly. This 
lets the water into hundreds of square 
miles, including the town of Alexandria, 
Mo. The inhabitants there are preparing 
for an overflow of the entire town to a 
depth of several feet. This is the town 
which Mark Twain in his “Life on the 
Mississippi’ sald: “Sometimes comes up 
to blow.” ~ 

Loss Will Be Four Millions. 

The worst feature is the time of the 
year. The corn crop is all made, and 
wheat is in the shock, entailing a total 
loss of the year’s work. Grain men pug 
the figures of the loss from the overflow 
nearer four millions between Keokuk and 
Hannibal. It is believed the IitMnols 
levees wil] hold, and the damage there is 
likely to be only $20,000 to $30,000 between 
Keokuk and Quincy. 

Heavy rains are reported in southeast- 
ern Iowa today, and tonight indicates 
still higher water. Lowland farmers, 
river men and the. weather bureau. obe 
server alike predict the greatest damage 
ever known from fiood on the upper 
river.

Quebec, July 18.~—Today’s proceedings in 
the Gaynor-Greene case consisted princi- 
pally in the filing of affidavits and con- 
tra-afiidavits ‘and it: was only a short 
time before the adjournment of the court 
that Mr. McMaster, for the prosecution, 
commenced. hia argument on his motions 
to quash the habeas corpus writs issued 
by Judge Caron on June 20 and 21 last. 

The proceedings were opened by Mr. 
Taschereau, counsel for the prisoners, who 
produced the affidavit of Benjamin. D. 
Greene that‘6n May 17 Mr. Erwin called 
on him at the Windsor ‘hotel, Montreal, 
when he said to Greene: : - 

‘If you. will pay. $500,000 to settle the 
whole matter I will go at once to Wash- 
ington and adyiae its acceptance.” “ * 
' Greene replied that he could not stand 
that because he had not money enough to 
pay his half. of the amount, but that Er- 
win said: - . 

“Gaynor has enough. I don’t know where 
it is, but he hag it.’’ 

To this Greene. said: * 

“Ifyou wily say $200,000-I will talk. with 
Colonel Gaynor about K.”’ 

Erwin replied, the affidavit continued: 

“That will not be enough.” 

. $300,000 ‘Not Enough. 

Greene then added: 

“What do you think of $300,000?" He 
said: ‘I don’t think that is enough, but 
you don’t want to go through the rest of 
your life hunted wherever you go, and 
you must remember that if you are ex- 
tradited and are in Georgia it will be 
too late to make a settlement.”’ 

Greene finally replied: 

“Well, anyway, I don’t see how we can 
pay any money because that would be 
an admission on our part that we have 
received money wrongfully, and that we 
have not done.”’ 

Greene swore that this talk of a settle- 
ment for $500,000 referred to the criminal 
proceedings against them and not to any 
civil claim. _.us affidavit was supported 
by another: from Gaynor. 

Mr. McMaster read an affidavit signed 
by Marion Erwin completely denying the 
allegations contained in the affidavits of 
Mr. Greene and Mr. Gaynor. Regarding 
the interview between Greene and himself, 
Mr. Erwin stated that on his return to 
his room in the Windsor on the afternoon 
of May 17 he found a note there in which 
he recognized the handwriting of B. D. 
Greene, which note was as follows: 

“If you can call to see me at any time 
today you will do me a great favor.”’ 

The original of this note is in possession 
of Mr. Erwin and was shown to Judge 
Caron. 

In response to that request he went to 
Greene’s room and the latter opened the 
conversation by saying that while he 
knew. that Erwin had been. prosecuting 
him vigorously for over two years, he 
wanted to thank thhim for having always 
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treated thim with. personal consideration. 
He then said if the extradition proceed- 
ings at Montreal procéeded for any length 
of time it was probable he mignt desire 
to give bond. . ' ?  € 

Marion: Erwin’s Affidavit. 
Erwin’s affidavit: continued: .- - 

“I called his attention to the>fact that 
he and. Gaynor had already forfeited 
bonds in the sum~of:$40,000 each. He re- 
plied that’-ne had deft. the United States 
because he had respived never to ve put 
in. jail as a_ convict; that he had come 
to Canada with the expectation that after 
a year or two his friends in tne United 
States would effect a settiement of the 
civil claims of the government against 
him and then he could probably obtain a 
dismissal of tue criminal prosecution. He 
said that He had not given his personal 
word that he would not run off from 
the prosecution in Georgia, but he 
pledged me bigs word -of honor that if I 
would agree to his giving bond before 
Judge LaFontaine he would not run off. 
He then returned to the fact that the 
government had already tied up by civil 
proceeding $500,000 of assets, of what the 
government claimed was O. M. Carter's 
share of the fraud, and asked me what 
was the exact amount ‘the government 
claimed that. he and John F. Gaynor had 
received as their share. I rep... that 
we claimed @¢Hat he and Gaynor had re- 
ceived $1,400,000 as their share in the fraud. 
He remlied that he was in no position, and 
had not sufficient means to meet such a4 
claim, Dutthat he and Gaynor would be 
willime to pay the government $300,000 in 
settlement of the entire litigation to in- 
clude. the $80,000 claime@_on forfeited re- 
cognizances, which he said were secured 
by assets put up by Gaynor and himself 
with the. surettes; but that if he settled 
the civil claims it must carry with it the 
dismissal,of. the criminal proceedings. I 
replied that I knew of no law for set- 
tling the crimina,. , et that if he 
made restitution-of the government's ac- 
tual loss I did not know what view might 
be taken by the government; I had no 
authority in the matter and .uhat the 
amount ‘he. offered in the settlement of 
the government's claim wag not suffi- 
ciently large for me to report to the at- 
torney general.” —— 

The other affidavit practically contains 
the same statement as that mentioned 
last week in Mr. Erwin’s reply to Mr. 
Taschereau’s statement. 

Mr. McMaster also produced affidavits 
from Detectives O’Keefe and Sloan, of 
Montreal, who swear that when the in- 
terview took place between Gaynor and 
Greene only these two were in the room. 
Mr. McMaster, in conclusion, remarked 
that these affidavits were filed to contra- 
dict the utterances made by Mr. Tasche- 
reau on July 11. 

Mr. Mcwaster then filed q new powetr 
of attorney signed by Attorney General 
Knox on July 11.

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RICE ‘DIES. ON ‘THE GALLOWS. 


He Was Implicated in the Murder of 
Three Men. , 

Toronto, Ontario, July 18.—Lee Rice 
was hanged here today for the murder 
of Constable William Boyd on June 4, 
1901. Rice, together with Frank Rutlidge 
and Charles Jones, were on trial for 
robbing the postoffice at Aurora. While 
being tonveyed from the court house to 
the. jail on the day of the murder, a 
package; in which were two revolvers, 
was thrown into the carriage. 

County Constables William Boyd and 
Walter Stewart were in the cab with the 
prisoners. In the struggle which follow- 
ed Rice got his revolver and shot Boyd. 
He then pointed it at Stewart, who gave 
up and told the prisoners to “get out.’’ 
As soon as they left Stewart drew his re- 
volver and fired after the prisoners as 
they were boarding a passing car. One 
of the shots struck Jones in the groin and 
the arm. The prisoners were overpowered 


had been. taken to the hospital, where he 
died. A few days later Jones was also 
taken to the hospital, his arm amputated, 
and he, too, died. 

The day after the fight Rice and Rut- 
lidge were brought into court and their 
trial was continued, resulting in the con- 


tentiary for twelve years. Rutlidge com- 
mitted suicide. by hurling himself from 
the balcony of the jail to the pavement. 

A charge of murder was then laid 


and sentenced to be hanged. 

Rice came from Campaign, Ills., where 
his people are highly respected. Every 
effort had been made to have the death 
sentence commuted to life imprisonment.

Two Attacks on Port of Nicaragua 
Are Reported. 

Washington, July 18.—Senor Corea, the 
Nicaraguan minister, has received news 
of two attacks or attempted attacks upon 
Nicaraguan ports by revolutionists aided 
by the Colombian government. The ad- 
vices say the first expedition of about one 
thousand men reached Monkey Point, 
near Bluefields, but owing to the heavy 
seas had to return to Columbian waters.

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RON And., July 18.—At. the con- 

OBOE" A secret session whith lasted 
the entire afternoon the recommendations 
of Presidént Mitchell fof the management 
of the anthracite strike were referred 
to a special committee, which it to report 
back to. the convention when it meets 
tomorrow. This eommittee consists of 
President Mitchell, Vice President Lewis, 
Secretary Wilson and the president of 
each district which is taking part in the 
convention. There is little doubt that the 
committee will urge the adoption of the 
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recommendations: and fixing the rate of 


assessment at 10 per cent or higher. 

At the opening of the executive session 
Vice Président Lewis took the floor and 
delivéred an energafic speech on the 
amendment offered by Delegate Harkins 
in the morning, to the effect. that the fund 
to be raised for the aid of the anthracite 
miners be extended to all of the striking 
miners where their strike has been sanc- 
tioned by the generaj organization. He 
declared that he thought:all of the min- 
ers should be taken care of in a like man- 
ner. He also warned the canvention that 
it would be necessary for the convention 
to so word its recommendations as to 
avoid the laws of Pennsylvania, which he 
said might cause trouble when an at- 
tempt was made td collect thé assess- 
ments of the men through the check of- 


fices, by bringing about injunctions to rea-. 


strain alleged conspiracy. 

President Mite¢ehell then took the. floor 
to speak: for the adoption of the recom- 
mendations made in his speech of yester- 
day. He told ‘the . convention that the 
strikes in West Virginia and elsewhere 
were being protected by the general or- 
ganization under the regular assessments 
of the union, but .that the assessment 
which was under discussion was neces- 
sary for the support of the anthracite 
strike alone and should not be diverted 
from its purpose. 

Other Strikes May Come. 

“It is possible that other strikes may 
come,”’ he said, ‘‘and. then, under the 
precedent which a general distribution of 
the fund to be raised would create, thgse 
later strikes could claim their share in 
the fund, and it would: be so depleted as 
to fail entirely of its purpose.”’ .. 

He declared the cost of maintaining 
strikes varied according to places and 
conditions. 

“In the anthracité region,” he said, 
“the country is. thickly settled. There 
are mills and factories and itis possible 
for the men on strike to secure employ- 
ment. They are then no burden on the 
general organizatién; but are even able to 
help it. in West Virginia, for instance, 
there are but two vocations for the min- 


ers—mining or farming—and_ they. then | 


have no chance for employment on strike. 


It costs much moré ‘per capita to keep» 


up a gtrike’in West Virginia than ‘fn the 
anthracite regions. 
is, in fact, the cheapest -strike that we 
can make and we should not allow it. to 
go down to defeat by diverting the funds 
necessary for it. 

Mr. Mitchell 
that the strike in the Pittsburg district 
arid all] other strikes would be looked 
after without splitting up the fund for 
the anthracite men and again urged the 
men to dismiss from their minds all 
thought of a general strike. 

President Dolan, of district 5, Pittsburg, 
made a long explanation of the manner 
in which the fund provided for the Pitts- 
burg district had been expended, and 
told of the conditions surrounding the 
strike there 

Several delegates then made _ short 
speeches, asking the convention to has- 
ten matters, and the Harkins amendment 
was voted down by a decisive majority. 
This left before the convention the origi- 
nal motion for the adoption of the recom- 
mengations of the president. A numBer 
of amendmerts were then offered, all re- 
lating to the manner in which the as- 
sessment should be made. One by Sec- 
retary Wilson suggested that in some dis- 
tricts the assessment should be made on 
the percentage basis and in others on 
the basis of $1 per week. One by Mr.

This will leave us $250,000 to real- 
ize each week from outside sources and 
from the promises and offers that have 
been made us we are confident that we 
shall be able to do this.’’

Been Subdued. 


PERSONS ARE OFFERING 
TO CHECK FIRE FOR CASH 


Beport That the Sum of $10,000 Has 


Been Offered To Subdue the 
Fire Is Denied—To Try 
Novel Scheme. 


Jennings, La., July 18-—To say that 
nothing has been done toward checking 
the fire at the oil field would be a great 
injustice to the owners and operators 
of the Jennings well, yet there has been 
no perceptible headway gained. The well 
continues to burn with all the fury that 
it did on last Tuesday night shortly after 
catching fire. 

The novelty and the excitement that 
first attended the operations have now 
worn off and the men are now down to 
sober consideration of the project before 
them. Each day they receive telegrams 
from all part® of the United States ask- 
ing what will be paid to the person that 
will be able to check the flames. In most 
instances the parties that write probably 
have never seen a gusher, much less one 
that is on fire. 

The report that Heywood brothers of- 
fered $10,000 to the parties that would 
put out the fire was denied today by Alba 
Heywood, the president of the company. 
But little can be learned of just. what 
they intend doing, as they are too much 
occupied by the magnitude of the work 
before them to listen to and answer ques. 
tions. But from what can be learnec 
they intend to try a combination of sev- 
eral of the schemes that have been ad. 
vanced. At present two derricks are be- 
ing erected on either side of the fire 
and will be connected with a large ca- 
ble. 

A huge cone is now being made and will 
be connected to the cable and slid along 
until directly over the fire. Then by 
means of a trip wire they intend letting 
the cone drop over the fire, permitting it 
to fall from sufficient height to bury it- 
self in the ground to overcome the gas 
pressure of the well. 

By means of pipes that extend from 
this cone they hope to control the pres- 
sure by permitting it to escape from 
these vents. The boilers will then be 
connected and a stream of water and 
steam will be turned on to the fire which 
will flood the inclosure and the oj] and 
water will run off the drain ditches that 
have been prepared. The chemicals that 
have been taken out will be turned onto 
the fire and they expect will finally con- 
quer it. The plan looks plausible and 
the experts from both Jennings and Beau- 
mont are in favor of it. 


THE TRADE SITUATION. 
New York, July |8.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow

Weather,’ crop and industrial developments 
have been largely favorable and, coupled with 
the great ease of money make for an optt- 
mistic feeling in trade and speculation. The 
future seems more and more secure, but the 
immediate present does not in all instances 
present so satisfactory an appearance. Warm- 
er weather has continued to help retail distri- 
bution, but has not in all cases made up for 
the disadvantages caused by. the part 0 the 
backward season. Railway earnings are real- 
ly flattering, June returns on nearly 100,- 
COO miles of road showing an aggregate gain 
of 8 rer cént on last year. In the matter of 
actual] business, improvement is noted in the 
demand for finished products of iron and 
steel, and lumber seems to be recovering 
from the temporary depression noted at the 
beginning of July. 

The ~ A trade, and naturally hides and 
leather, heretofore backward, have begun to 
show a favorable side, and the strength of 
wool and woolen goods is also more notice- 
able. 

The dry goods trade, taken as & whole, is 
rather quiet, but increased interest is shortly 
to be expected. The eastern fall jobbing trade 
in this line is not expected to set in quite 
as early as a year ago. 

Good growing weather is reported the coun- 
try over, and corn and cotton reports are 
generally more favorable. The southern peach 
yield has been large and fruits generally have 
done well. 

Iron and steel trade conditions are surpris- 
ingly good, to none more so than the manu- 
facturers themselves, who at the middle of 
July find their output for the last half ef 
the year practically booked. The scarcity 
of pig iron amounts to something approachr 
ing a famine, owing to restricted supplies of 
fuel, causing shutdowns of numerous eastern 
furnaces. Numerous orders for pig iron for 
the first half of next year have béen booked 
by northern and southern furnaces, The poe 
sition of the latter has been much improved 
by the settlement of the coal miners’ strike in 
the Birmingham district. Heavy sales of 
finished material are reported at Chicago and 
Pittsburg this week. Bar iron, structural 
raterial, rails and, in fact, all of the heavier 
forms note special activity. Implement map: 
ufacturers have been free buyers. Hardware 
bas been. exceptionally active, builders’ ma-~- 
terial leading. Some western shovel manu- 
facturers report an unprecedented output and 
sale of this class of material. Wire cloth is 
active and large orders for material are re- 
ported booked. Machinery, saws and stoves 
are active at the west. Prices are at the top 
in practically all lines. 

Woolen goods are still quiet at the east, but 
the reports as to the clothing business re- 
ceived from western and southern manufac 
eurers indicate a good business. 

Wool is strengthened perceptibly, eastern 
quotations being %c higher, and the ‘tone is 
more optimistic in this trade. 

It has been a waiting market for cotton, the 
crop position not being as yet clearly de- 
fined to induce new commitments. A better 
tone is noted in the manufacturing branch, 
particularly in print cloths, which are said 
to be in increased inquiry at Fall River. 
The industrial situation is better than it 

been for some time past.

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HOLY FATHER NOT PLEASED 


BY FRIAR NEGOTIATIONS 


Alleged That Pope Leo Thinks His Agents Have 
Mismanaged the Affair--Last Note of Vatican 
‘ to Governor Taft. 


London, July 19.—The Rome correspond- 
ent of The Daily Chronicle says the pope 
is intensely displeased at the way in 
which the commission of cardinals has 
conducted the negotiations with Judge 
Taft in the matter of friars in the 
Philippines. 

“I learn from an authentic source,” 
Bays the correspondent, ‘“‘that, besides an- 
nulling the procedure of the commission 
the pope has summarily 
dissolved it, expressing his view that the 
American demands were reasonable and 
signifying his readiness to treat with 
Judge Taft personally.”’ 

Note to Taft. 

Rome, July 18.—The following note from 
the vatican was presented io Governor 
Taft tonight: 

“IT hasten to acknowledge the receipts 
of the ietter by which you kindly com- 
municated to me the cablegram from 
Secretary Root, answering my note after 
July 9, which explained the counter- 
project of the vatican for the regulation 
of religious affairs in the Philippines. 
While thanking you for this important 
communication I am happy to assure you 
that the holy see has learned with the 
liveliest satisfaction the high considera- 
tion in which Mr. Root, in the name of 
the government of the United States. hold 
the fitness of the measures which the 
Vatican, independently of the solution of 
any economic question, designed taking 
to ameliorate the religious situation in 
the archipelago and to cooperate in the 
pacification of the people under Ameri- 
can sovereignty. The measures are in- 
dicated in my memorandum of June 21 


and my letter of July 9. 


Pontiff Is Pleased. 
“With equal satisfaction the pontiff 


has taken into account the assurances | 


‘of Secretary Root 


that the American 
authorities in the Philippines and at 
Washington will put forth all possible 
efforts to maintain the good understand- 
ing happily established with the authori- 
ties of the Catholic church. @n his part, 
the pontiff wil} not fail to give the apvos- 
tolic delegate soon to be sent to the 
Philippines the most precise instructions 
according to my former note. 

“The main lines for future negotiations, 
indicated in the notes, having been ac- 
cepted by Secretary Root, the represe:- 
tative of the vatican in the archipelayo 
will enter into relations with the authori- 
ties in the Philippines on the four points 
indicated by Mr. Root at the end of his 
cablegram. 

“The holy see does not doubt that mu- 
tual confidence, combined with the action 
of .its represeniative and that the Amer- 
ican government will easily produce a 
happy solution of the pending questions, 
inaugurating for that noble country a 
new era of peace and true progress. 

Compiiment to Taft. 

“It is my agreeable duty in sending 
this letter,to be able to render homage 
to the very great courtesy and high 
capacity with which you have filled the 
delicate mission which the government 
and the president of the United States 
confided to you. Willingly I admit that 
the favorable result of the negotiations 
must be attributed in very large part to 
your high personal oualities. 

“Whliie fiattering myself that this first 
success will be a guarantee of the happy 
issue of ulterior negotiations in Manila. 

‘“‘I have the honor to be, etc., 

‘“RAMPOLLA.”’

The prisoner gives his name as Tonetti, 
which is believed to be assumed, and 
confesses that he is an anarchist. 

Papers which were seized at his lodg- 
ing sitce includes correspondence with 
Paterson anarchists and a document in- 
dicating that it was Tonetti’s intention 
to assassinate King Victor Emanuel, 
who frequently traverses Bra in a motor

Venice, July 18.—The architect, Boni, ta 
whom, with a committee, has been given 
the work of reconstructing the campa- 
nile. has been intrusted also with the 
examination of and care of all the other 
Venetian monuments. Signor Boni is a 
directg, of the excavations at the Ro- 
man forum. The recovery of the decora- 
tions of the Sansovino logetta is pre- 
ceeding satisfactorily under Signor Bo- 
ni’s care In addition to the bronze gates 
wiiich were found in tact, the whale 
front cornice, with three marbel bas re- 
iiefs, was found practically undamaged 
and the bronze Mercury was only slight- 
ly injured. 

Among the bricks of which the campa- 
nile was built have been found Roman 
bricks from Aquileia, the birth place of 
the Venetians, evidently brought as rel- 
ics of their old home. Portions of the 
tower prove to have been hollow and 
filled with rubbish. - 


GREAT FIRE AT GUAYAQUIL. 


Loss on Buildings and Merchandise 
Wiil Reach $5,000,000. 

Guayaquil, Ecuador, July 18.—The fire 
which broke out here at 9 o’clock Wed- 
nesday night was extinguished last night 
after hawing destroyed ninety biocks on 
some of the principal streets of the city. 
The loss on buildings and merchandise is 
estimated at $5,000,000. The burned build- 
ings include the custom house and rail- 
way station. The city is without gas 
and the only water to be had is that 
taken from the River Guyas, 


CYCLONE SWEEPS AUSTRIA. 


Seven Are Killed and Great Damage 
Done. 

London, July 19.—The correspondent at 
Vierna of The Daily Express reports that 
a devastating cyclone and tropical rain- 
fall occurred in Austria-Hungary Thura- 
day night. In the Tyrol floods destroyed 
a quarter of a mile of railway near Unz- 
market and a train was derailed, the 
stoker killed and many persons injured. 
In many places houses were destroy-d 
by lightning. A_ scaffolding around a 
church was blown down at Rovisoe and 
thirteen persons: who were attending a 
funeral at the church were infured. The

EARTH TREMBLES IN PERSIA. 


Several Houses Collapse and People 
Are Panic-Stricken. 

Bombay, July 18.—A severe earthquake 
shock was experienced at Bundar Abbas, 
Persia, at 7:30 tn the morning of July 
9. It lasteq three or four minutes and 
was followed by lighter shocks. All the 
chief buildings suffered. 

The governor’s house partly collapsed 
and the custom house was destroyed. The 
whole vopulation was panic-stricken and 
flocked to the sea beach for safety, but 
only one fatality was reported. 

The shocks are believed to have orig- 
inated at Kishm island, whence loud de- 
tonations were distinctly felt at Bunder 
Abbas.

Many parts of his body 
were burned and he would have fallen 
to the grougd if he had not been sup- 
ported by the wires. He was finally res- 
cued by Foreman Charles Watkins, who 
climbed the pole and, though burning his 
hands, extricated Thomas. Sandifier and 
Thomas are both laid up by their in- 
juries.

Macon, Ga., July 18.—(Special.)—Fifty 
car loads of luscious Elberta peaches 
passed through the city Thursday night. 
The train was in two sections of twents- 
five cars each. The fruit came from 
Marshallville and Fort Valley and small 
stations on the way. The peaches were 
shipped to New York, -Philadelpliia and 
Other cities of the east. Growers are 
rushing their fruit to market to get the 
benefit of high prices. Many of the crates 
sold at $1.50 at the packing houses. 


REINTERMENT OF THE REMAINS 


Arrangements for Second Funeral of 
General Greene and Son. 
Savannah, Ga., July 18.—(Special.)—The 
reinterment of the remains of General 
Nathaniel Greene and his son, George 
Washington Greene, which still lie in a 
vault in the Southern bank, will mot 
take place until the afternoon of August 
14. This date has been definitely fixed 
upon by the general committee that has 
the reinterment in hand. At that time 
the convention of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution will be in progress, 
and there will probably be a large at- 
tendance of those in Georgia who are 

members of that organization. 

With militayy and civil honors the re- 
mains will be reinterred. They will be 
placed either in a casket or in an urn 
and bestowed beneath the monument to 
General Greene that stands in Johnson 
square, the first monument erected in 
Savannah. Funds for the undertaking 
were raised largely through the conduct 
of a lottery, which*was authorized by 
the legislature for that specific pur- 
pose. 

All the military of the city will be 
invited to participate in the event, and 
it is very probable that a detachment 
of the national guard of Rhode Island, 
General Greene’s native state, will be 
sent to Savannah to bear a part. The 
governor of Rhode Island and the gov- 
ernor of Georgia, each with a suite, will 
be in attendance. The aid of the city in 
the entertainment of these guests will be 
enlisted. 

It is probable that there will be a 
funeral oration delivered, and the event 
will be made of a patriotic character. 
There are about twenty of the lineal de- 
scendants of General Greene scattered 
thmbughout the country, and nearly all 
of these will be present. 

Other features of the day will be the 
placing of a bronze tablet on one facade 
of the monument by the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. The descend- 
ants of General Greene will also place 
a bronze tablet, suitably inscribed, on the 
old Mossman vault in Colanial park, 
formerly Christ church cemetery, in 
which the remains of General Greene 
and his son were originally placed. 


AKERIDGE SHUT AT JACKSON. 


Trouble Between the Men Was About 
a Debt of 65 Cents. 

Macon, Ga., July 18.—(Special.)—James 
Akeridge, a grocery merchant on Fourth 
street, was arraigned in the recorder's 
court this morning on the charge of as- 
sault and shooting at another. He was 
committed to the city court on both 
charges. According to the evidence, the 
wife of a negro named Babe Jacksqn 
owed Akeridge 65 cents, and when Ake- 
ridge went to her house to try and col- 
lect.it he abused her. When her husband 
came home she told him of Akeridge’s 
visit. Jackson went to Akeridge’s store 
to remonstrate with him about abusing 
his, Jackson’s, wife, Akeridge took his 
pistol and fired once at Jackson. The 
ball went through Jackson's coat. Jack- 
son left the scene. Akeridge got a shot- 
gun afterwards and threatened to kill 
Jackson. Jackson had the police to make 
a case against Akeridge. Akeridge then 
had Jackson arrested on a warrant charg- 
ing him with assault on him and using 
profane language in the presence of a 
female. Akeridge claims justification for 
all he did and says he acted in self-de- 
fense.

New Industry for Athens Is Under 
Consideration. 


Athens, Ga., July 18.—(Special.)—The 
Athens board of trade has now under 
consideration a proposition from a New 
York manufacturer to move his $90,000 
plant for the manufacture of fleece-lined 
underwear to this city. This manufac- 
tory has a monthly pay roll of $7,000 and 
enjoys a prosperous business. The owr- 
er will put in his plant and $30,000 cash, 
if the citizens here will raise $30,000 in 
stock. It is believed that this new man- 
ufactory will be secured for Athens. The 
board of trade will hold a meeting, at 
which steps will be taken to meet the 
necessary requirements.

FOUND A BIG BED OF KAOLIN. 


Prospectors Think They Have a Rich 
Time Ahead of Them. 

Tifton, Ga., July 18.—(Special.)—W. J. 
Henderson, of Tifton, who is considered 
an expert mineralogist, was ona prospect- 
ing tour a day or two ago, and visited 
the place of Colonel John Murrow, in 
Worth county. In an old pine leid on this 
place he noticed at the mouth of a long 
gulley some briars stained with something 
of the color of kaolin. He returned nome 
and secured the proper ‘tools and visited 
the gulley again, and drilled to the depth 
of 10 1-2 feet and as deep as he went 
the substance was as good as when he 
first made the discovery. Not a grain 
of sand about the ore. It has a rich 
color, and will pull as free as chewing 
gum or candy. 

Mr. Henderson made a valua@bie discov- 
ery of kaolin in Florida and says that 
he knows that this is the same material 
as that. It has the appearance of being 
more like fuller’s earth than Kaolin, but 
the goods that are manufactured from the 
product are the same. Kaolin makes 
the finest of crockery and the discovery 
by Mr. Henderson is a large One and 
will prove a valuable mine if there is no 
flaw to be found. He says the usual depth 
of such mines is not more than 6 feet 
and that this one being 10 1-2 feet as far 
as he drilled would likely stand to be 
probed several feet farther down; 

Colonel Murrow and Mr. Henderson 
made a trip to the gulley today, where 
they dug 200 pounds of the earth, wuich 
wil net when dry 100. pounds. Colonel 
Murrow will ship it. te some manufac- 
turer of crockeryware and have it made 
up, givimg it a thorough test. 


CORN TOO HIGH IS THE REASON. 
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But Little Wheat Liquor Being Made 
in North Carolina. 

Raleigh, N. C., July 18.—(Special.)—The 
revenue Officials here say there have 
been fewer seizures of illicit distilleries 
during the past three or four months 
than ever before. The reason assigned is 
that corn is so high that the moonshiners 
are not, as a rule, making any liquor. 
The new crop of corn will be, perhaps, 
the largest ever grown in this state, and 
the moonshiners will be able to resume. 
Corn in the mountain region is as high 
as $1.20 a bushel, or thrice the usual price. 


Small Blaze in Athens. 

Athens, Ga., July 18.—(Special.)—This 
morning fire broke out in the warehouse 
and stables of Abney Bros. and before it 
could be extinguished one fine mule had 
been cremated and several hundred dol- 
lars’ worth of property destroyed.

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ARE AFRAID OF JOHN ASHLEY 


He Has Entered Race for State Sen- 
ate in South Carolina. 


CANDIDATE Is ILLITERATE 


Was Once Elected to Legislature as a 
‘“‘Joke”—People Now Afraid He 
May Get to Congress. 


Charleston, §. C., July 18.—(Special.)— 
The democrats of Anderson county have 
combined to defeat ‘‘Citizen’’ Josh Ash- 
ley, who has entered the campaign as a 
candidate for the state senate. For six 
or eight years Ashley has represented his 
county in the state legislature, and he is 
considered fhe most unique character in 
South Carolina politics. When he went 
to Columbia to be sworn in he could not 
write his name, but since then he has 
taken primary lessons, and is able now 
to write ordinary letters. Despite his 
lack of education, however, Ashley is 
brainy, and has common sense enough 
to make him a leader among his ‘‘wool- 
hat’’ followers. 

When it became known recently that 
Ashley expected to get to the s@nate asa 
stepping stone to a higher office, the 
voters of his county realized the im- 
portance of relegating him to private life. 
He is said to have hesitated between 
making the race two years hence for 
congress or governor, and in either race 
he would doubtless command more or less 
strength. It is the fear of his election to 
one of these offices that prompted the 
voters to make bitter warfare against 
him at this timé, and should he succeed 
in winning he would be in a better posi- 
tion to make the race for congress. He 
would have more of a show for that office 
than for governor, and his appearance 
in the halls of congress would certainly 
make him the moSt astounding figure in 
that assembly. 

When Senator Tillman first got into 
power in South Carolina vsosh Ashley 
rode into prominence by swinging brave- 
ly to the Tillman coat tails. He made 
the race for the legislature, and because 
of his egéneral ignorance and lack of 
education and refinement the people voted 
for him as a ‘“joke.””’ So many ‘joke’’ 
votes went in, however, that Ashley was 


elected on the first primary, and since 


then the opposition has failed to get him 
out. He took his boys to Columbia, had 
them appoinfed pages in the legislature, 
and sought the cheapest boarding estab- 
lishments in the city. He saved his 
money. There was no necessity for this, 
however, as Ashley is wealthy. He does 
not show it in his dress. 

On a campaign trip one day he declared 
he would never vote for a man who wore 
cuffs, and from that time he became 
known as the ‘‘cuffless statesman,”’ 

While speaking in Anderson one day 


the candidate opposing Ashley interrupt- 


ed him by saying that Ashley could not 
sign his name to a check. 

“Dat’s all right,” replied ‘‘Josh,” ‘“‘but, 
by —, I kin mek me cross on de check 
an’ git more money dan you kin by 
writin’ yer name.” 

The quick answer made a hit with the 
crowd, and no further reference was made 
to the candidate's lack of education. 

Notwithstanding the powerful efforts 
being made to defeat Ashley for the 
senate, the voters of Anderson realize 
that it will be a difficult undertaking, and 
sporting people say he is an even-money 
favorite in the betting.

Jackson, Miss., July 18.—(Special.)—Gov- 
ernor Longino’s refysal to grant a com- 
mutation of death sentence in the Ashley 
Cocke and Tom Lauderdale cases carries 
with it also a refusal to grant a respite 
to either of the condemned men, and it 
is now absolutely certain that they will 
be hanged on the same scaffold at Green- 
ville next Tuesday morning. This brings 
to an end the last chapter in one of the 
most celebrated murders that has oac- 
curred in Mississippi for several years. 
Both men belong to prominent families, 
and every known method was resorted 
to for the purpose of securing executive 
clemency, but without avail. Governor 
Longino, while giving a patient hearing 
to the petitions, visiting delegations of 
friends and relatives, and the hundreds 
of letters from influential persons,  re- 
mained obdurate’ and declined to inter- 


fere with the verdict of the court. The

Gov- 
ernor McMillin bases his refusal on an 
opinion to the effect that, while it may 
be a crime in Mississippi to loan the state 
funds, it is not embezzlement to borrow 
such funds, and in venturing this opinion 
the Tennessee governor places himself 
in the position of analyzing the criminal 
laws Of Mississippi. Furthermore, his 
construction of the statutes is contrary 
to the court decisions of this state. Un- 
less the Memphis millionaire should drop 
over in Mississippi some day and fall 
into the custody of a vigilant officer, 
there is no likelihood that he will ever

PER CENT. 


2ad Reports from Mississippi About 
the Crops—In Some Counties No 
Corn Will Be Made. 


Jackson, Miss., July 18.—(Special.)— 
Twenty counties in Mississippi are suffer- 
ing from the effects of a disastrous 
drought, and in over one-half of this 
number the corn crop has been utterly 
ruined, while cotton has been damaged 
from 60 to 7 per cent...The drought is 
wholly dissimilar from similar events of 
previous years. Instead of being confined 
to one sectfon of the state, it is scat- 
tered about in spots, and three principa! 
areas are affected, the east central part 
of the delta and the eastern and north- 
eastern counties in the hill and prairie 
section. In Tallahatchte county the de- 
struction of crops is practically complete, 
and forest fires are raging, while in the 
adjoining county of Leflore the prospects 
are fairly good. 

The drought area in the delta is spread- 
ing, and the latest reports received state 
that in counties where the prospect. were 
excellent two weeks ago there h been 
great deterioration, especially in the corn 
fields, where the plant has been twisted 
up and is scarcely fit for fodder. Negro 
tenants and laborers are abandoning the 
plantations and moving to town. 


BUILDING TRADES ON STRIKE. 


Over Two Thousand Men at Jackson- 
ville, Fla., Refuse To Work. 
Jacksonville, Fla., July 18.—(Special.)— 
The union men of Jacksonville engaged 
in the building trades are on a strike, 
and thts afternoon 2,500 refused to work 
and bullding operations have been com- 
pletely suspended in this city. The cause 
of the strike is due to the failure of the 
contractors to recognize the eight-hour 
plan. This morning 1,500 carpenters de- 
clined to go to work in obedience to an 

order from the Central Labor Union. 

The labor ynions of Jacksonville are 
controlled by leaders who are conserva- 
tive, and they predict nothing but the 
best of order will be observed during 
the conflict that was inaugurated sev- 
eral weeks ago, but which today was 
pust most forcibly into effect. 

A mass meeting of several hundred 
workmen is being held in the open air 
tonight. All union labor may be called 
in sympathetic strike.

Entrance of New Road Into Coal 
Fields of Tennessee. 
Knoxville, Tenn., July 18.—(Special.)—It 
fs rumored here that the entrance of the 
Louisville and Nashville, the Knoxville 
and LaFollette and Jellico railroad, into 
the Coal Creek coal flelds may lead to 
the consummation of that long talked 
of plan of combining all the Coal Creek 
coal properties under one management. 
It is said that E. R. Chapman, an east- 
ern gentleman, who is interested in the 
Coal Creek Mining and Manufacturing 
Company, owners of much of.the coal 
fands, has been at work on this scheme.

decorations. The greater part. of it is 
merged into the currency systems of 
the various European nations. Their 
people have a greater need for silver 
money than for goid coins, because 
their level of living is lower than can 
be served by the scarcer and more 
valuable metal. Few of their families 
can afford to spend in daily transac- 
tions beyond the dollar limit and for 
that reason those countries must 
maintain a heavy volume of smal! sil- 
ver coins. 

The singular part of the business 
is that our government and people go 
ahead producing silver bullion and 
selling it at an average price of less 
than 50 cents per ounce to the Euro- 
peans, who immediately convert it 
into currency coins*at a ratio to gold 
that makes every ounce of the silver 
issue from the mint with a money 
value of $1.32. In other words, the 
American silver producer makes 
about 15 cents nét per ounce and the 
European government makes about 82 
cents per identical ounce by making 
the silver into subsidiary coins! 

Still, this is one of the beautiful 
anomalies of the financial sense of 
this nation that is forever degrading 
and stigmatizing the money uses of 
silver and declaring that there is no 
salvation, of philosophy, or redemp- 
tion in any other name than Gold!

Excess Tare on Cotton. 

It appears from a circular issued by 
the Southeastern Cotton Buyers’ Asso- 
ciation that the ginners and planters 
of Georgia and Alabama have been too 
liberal in the past in the use of bag- 
ging and ties. Under the present sys- 
tem of compressing cotton for long 
hauls the bale as it comes from the 
Plantation or the commercial] gin does 
not require the close bagging and 
heavy tying that was formerly consid- 
ered essential. And even where the 
cotton is bought for local spinners 
these object strenuously to paying 
cotton prices for excessive bagging 
and ties. 

Because the spinners charge back 
the excess upon the commission men 
and buyers, the latter have determined 
to penalize all bales of cotton that 
carry more than six yards of bagging 
and six ties. This matter is import- 
ant to every planter who bales his 
Own crop and every ginner in the re- 
gion affected by the new rule. The 
only way to avoid an actual loss on 
the cotton itself is to observe the rule 
and The Constitution advises compli- 
ance with it, because it seems a wise 
economy and will save trouble to all 
concerned.

Governor Taft at Rome. 

There is no question of religion; and 
there should be none of politics, in- 
volved in the attitude of this govern- 
ment toward the friars in the Philip- 
pines. 

There is a disposition on the part 
of some politicians to attempt to make 
political capital out of the apparent 
conflict between the government and 
the monastic orders. There is no war- 
rant for that sort of politics and any 
efforts on this line must surely react 
upon those responsible for them. Nor 
is there involved in the present issue 
any controversy between the different 
divisions of the Christian church. 
There is no Protestantism versus Ca- 
tholicism in it in any way. 

This fact must be borne in mind in 
the consideration of the negotiations 
between Governor Taft and the vati- 
can at Rome. It is somewhat difficult 
to understand, from the fragmentary 
cabled reports, just what has been ac- 
complished in these negotiations, but 
it is certain that there has been fail- 
ure, for the present at least, upon the 
one vital point. 

That is the expulsion of the friars. 
The chief purpose—indeed, the sole 
purpose—of Governor Taft’s visit to 
Rome was to secure from the pope an 
order for the withdrawal of the mon- 
astic orders from the Philippines. The 
purchase of the lands held by these or- 
ders is a mere incident to the main de- 
sire of this government that the friars 
shall go. In return for a papal edict 
recalling these societies, the represen- 
tatives of the United States were au- 
thorized to guarantee that the rights 
of the church shall be carefully con- 
served, that there shall be no attempts 
at proselyting through the influence of 
the American schools, that the Amer- 
ican government will not array itself 
in the slightest degree on the side of 
Protestantism, and that the Philip- 
pines government will purchase all of 
the lands and other property of the 
friars, paying the most liberal prices 
therefor. 

The end at which Governor Taft has 
aimed in these negotiations is to have 
the friars withdraw upon the order of 
the head of the church. With such 
cooperation on the part of the pope, 
the solution of the greatest problem 
confronting the American government 
would have been comparatively easy. 
If the vatican declines to assist to- 
ward this end the problem will neces- 
sarily become more acute, but it will 
be solved in the only way it can be 
solved. The friars will be ordered 
from the islands by the American gov- 
ernment. 

Those unfamiliar with the condi- 
tions in the Philippines may jump to 
the conclusion that this means a clash 
with the church of Rome. It means 
nothing of the sort. These monastic 
orders are organizations separate and 
distinct from the church, though work- 
ing in its name. The people of the 
islands have the most loyal love and 
veneration for the church, of which 
they are most devoted members, but 
at the same time they have the bit- 
terest possible animosity for the 
“frailles,” and they are absolutely 
united in their demand for the re- 
moval of these orders. This is one 
point upon which there is not a word 
of dissent among the Filipinos. “The 
friars must go” was the shibboleth 
upon which the last \ insurrection 
against Sr as well as 4s predeces- 
sors, founded. There qwas, indeed, 


than 


while the insurrectionists were crying | 


against the friars they were shouting 
vivas for Spain; and it was only be- 
cause the Spanish government persist- 
ed in supporting the monastic orders 
—which, indeed, had become more 
powerful and influential than the gov-. 
ernment itself—that the insurrection 
was directed against Spain. 

These friars are Spaniards. The 
history of their operations in the 
islands is a record dark and revolting. 
Wholesale condemnation may not be 
warranted by the facts, but all of the 
societies are held responsible for the 
record that has been made up against 
them—a record marked by the horrors 
pictured in the chronicles of the Mid- 
dle Ages. This record is not made up 
by the critics of the church, but it is 
made by sincere and devoted Catho- 
lics. So great has been the oppres- 
sion of the people by these orders that 
the demand from members of _ the 
church for their recall is absolutely 
universal. 

There can be no permanent peace in 
the islands so long as the friars are 
permitted to remain. The hatred of 
the people for them is deeply rooted. 
Their one great desire is that these 
Spanish friars be made to leave and 
that they be permitted to have native 
or American priests in place of Span- 
ish priests. There is no suggestion of 
disloyalty to the church in their de- 
mand, and there is no possible ground 
for resentment on the part of mem- 
bers of the churth toward the Ameri- 
can government for its action in tak- 
ing the side of the Filipino people. 

Any attempt on the part: of oppo- 
nents of the administration to make 
political capital out of these negotia- 
tions at Rome will fail, as it deserves 
to fail. The American people should 
be as united in their support of the 
government in this matter as are the 
Filipinos themselves.

Our Foreign Trade Balances.

It is to be noted that the excess of our 
exports over imports in the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1902, was $185,470,000 less 
than in 1901, and less than in any year 
since 1897. This results largely from the 
increase of $79,700,000 in tmports, which ex- 
ceeded those of any previous year. As 
$65,000,000 of this increase of imports Is 
the cost of articles imported for use in 
our manufactures and only to a small 
extent consists of articles ready for con- 
sumption, it is to’ be taken, of course, as 
an evidence of business: activity. More 
to be regretted is the $105,731,000 decrease 
of exports, of which decrease $91,600,000 
was in “agricultural products. 


How the Steel Trust Thrives. 
(From The Balimore Sun.) 
President Schwab, of the United States 
Steel Corporation, in his answer to the 
injunction proceedings fnstituted in New 
Jersey against that corporation, gives 
some interesting information on this 
point. “The properties,” he said, “are 
earning at the rate of over 14 per cent 
upon the company’s common capital 
stock, after deducting 7 per cent cumu- 
lative interest upon the preferred stock.” 
The outstanding capital stock of the steel 
corporation amounts to over $1,000,000,000, 
in almost equal proportion of common 
and preferred. Mr. Schwab estimates the 
company’s earnings for the year which 
will end on April 1, 1903, at - $140,000,000. 
The total capitalization. including bonds, 
is $1,400,000,000. The company has orders 
on hand aggregating $150,000,000, on which, 
Mr. Schwab says, it will probably make 
a net profit of over $60,000,000—or 40 per 

cent. 

How does the steel! combination make 
such handsome profits? Chiefly through 
the tariff. The government of the Unit-. 
ed States protects it from competition 
and thus enables it to demand a higher 
price for its products than the corpora- 
tion would otherwise obtain.

Americus, Ga., July 18.—(Special.j)—A 
number of open cotton bolls were exhfbit- 
ed in Americus today, the first of the 
new crop. If the drought continues, 
Americus may receive a new bale within 
week,. though the crop is being se- 


mits of no other construction than that of the 
highest order. It was in May, 1772, threé 
years before the Mecklenburg decia- 
ration, and four years béfore the Fourth 
ot July Declaration of Independence, that a 
local self-government was organized. This 
was under John Sevier and his comrades on 
the Watauga, in East Tennessee. an 
interesting fact that Tennesseeans, although 
west of the mountains and free from British 
dangers and interruptions, and pressed with 
Indian troubles on their front, took an active 
Part in our revolutionary struggle and were 
active factors in securing the. victory of 
Kings Mountain, N. C., thus practically turn- 
ing the tide tn the direction of victory for the- 
colonists. Later on we see Tennesseeans 
rushing to the rescue of the young republic 
in 1816 at New Orleans, when Andrew Jack- 
son, with 6,000 volunteers, whipped Packen- 
ham, the commander of 20,000 well-equipped 
British troops, And yet there was more to 
foliow. 

In the Indian wars that followed, when 
Spain was trying to hold southern tesritory 
with the aid of the treacherous red man, 
Fiorida and Georgia will both remember 
what Tennesseeans did to help rid their ter- 
ritory of the foes of their homes and lands. 

Yet other glorious achievements awaited 
the sons of the ‘‘Volunteer State.’’ When the 
war with Mexico was declared, Tennessee 
sent her full quota, and the mention of the 
Alamo brings with it the daring, and suf- 
fering, and death, of those illustrious Ten- 
nesseeans whom Gam Houston and his heroic 
band terribly avenged at San Jacinto! 

Surely Tennesseeans, everywhere, are proud 
of their illustrious progenitors. In every 
state and territory of this republic they are 
tou be found, and however attached to their 
adapted homes, they never forget the old 
Volunteer State, the mention of which stirs 
memories which may sleep but never die! 

Captain Evan P. Howell, in his very in- 
teresting article in The Sunny South, on 
“The Battle of Guilford Court House, N. C., 
in 1781,’’ pays a handsome and merited trib- 
ute to John Sevier, Evan Shelby and Bis son. 
Colonel Shelby, and other Tennesseeans whv, 
hearing that the ‘affairs of the colonists were 
in a bad way,’’ came down from Tennessee 
and at Kings Mountain with a few raw mili- 
tia, swept Ferguson and his army of British-. 
ers entirely off their feet. Captain Howell 
has thus paid Tennesseeans a decided come- 
pliment, in that he practically admits that 
but for them the quickly following victory 
of the colonists over the British and our in- 
dependence would not have been so easy, nor 
yet se sudden. Six months later the battle 
of Guilford Court House occurred, and John 
Fox, the great English statesman, declared 
that a few more ‘‘victories’’ as that (claimed 
by Cornwallis) would wind up the British 
army in America. That was a prophetic dec- 
laration to parliament, for that was practical- 
ly the last great battle of the revolution.

PASSING THRONG. 


The reformed newspaper man rubbed 
the ends of his fingers to see if there 
were not still some stray ink splotches 
on them as a strong reminder of what 
he once had been. He found a faint 
mark, which he exhibited with pride as 
he began to expatiate on the most re- 
cent exploit of the profession. 

“t see here,” he said, pointing to a 
paper, ‘‘that one of us ts now running 
the municipal government of Minneapo- 
lis.”’ 

Despite his reformation he still classed 
himself as one of the boys. He had just 
been reading the story of how Thomas 
R. Brown, a police reporter for a Min- 
neapolis newspaper, had sprung to the 
post of mayor and chief of police of 
that great city at one short bound. 

“Tl tell you, you cannot down the news- 
paper boys,” he said. “They don’t do 
many personal stunts under display head- 
lines, but every now and then one of 
them comes to the front, and when he 
does it is in a manner that attracts at- 
tention. You see, Brown was appointed 
private secretary to Mayor Ames, and 
when that happened he was about half 
way mayor without going any further. 
I can see Ames now asking Brown’s 
advice on this and that matter before 
the campaign was over and the election 
won. I'll wager Mayor Ames never took 
an important step in connection with 
the city government without consulting 
Brown. And now that Ames is gone and 
the chief of police is gone and Acting 
Mayor Jones is going on a long vacation, 
Brown’s the whole thing, and I'll bet 
he’ll run it well. 

“All this reminds me that the news- 
paper man is a much more important 
factor in public affairs than many peo- 
ple would suppose. I don’t believe there 
bas ever been a public official, no mat- 
ter to what height he may have attain- 
ed, who has not taken at least one news- 
paper man into his confidence and sought 
his advice. Why, I heard one of the 
most prominent men in Georgia say on 
one occasion: ‘If I have a secret that 
I don’t want to get aut, I tell it toa 
newspaper man.’ As paradoxical as that 
statement may appear, there is much 
truth and reason in it. He tells it to 
the newspaper man in confidence, of 
course, and then if the latter should 
get wind of it from some other source 
he would not print ft for fear of break- 
ing faith. 

“T know of no better example of the 
trust imposed in newspaper men and the 
yalue they are to those In public life 
than is found in Henry L. West, of The 
Washington Post. There is a man of 
whom his friends delight to tel] that he 
has had theconfidence of four presi- 
dents of the United States—Cleveiland, 
Harrison, McKiniey and Roosevelt. He 
has shared the secrets of state, a fact 
which has enabled him by the exercise 
of proper discretion to present the news 
in the clearest and most complete light | 
possible. 

“Like him, bundreds of other news- 
paper men have shared the confidences 
of great men. In fact, there is scarce 
an official in public life, from president,

ATTEMPTED TO CUT 
OFFICER S THROAT 


Policeman Luck Has Desperate En- 
ceunter with Negro Youth. 


SLASHED OFFICER ON HAND 


Negro Used Long, Keen-Bladed Shoe 
Knife—Was Suspected of Chicken 
Stealing—Sent to Stock- 
ade for Thirty 
Days. 


In a desperate fight with a negro youth 
yesterday morning Policeman A. D. Luck 
narrowly escaped having his throat cut 
with a keen bladed shoe knife. By a 
quick movement he escaped the danger- 
ous thrust, the blade passing just in 
front of his throat. The negro, how- 
ever, succeeded in slashing him on the 
hand, 

Iuither Henderson, a boy about 17 
years of age, is the negro who wielded 
the weapon and the fight occurred in 
front of the offiter’s residence, 15 Lee 
street, West End. The negro fought the 
officer viciously for several minutes, and 
during the melee the front fence was 
torn ‘down. Several men who were on 
a passing car came to the assistance of 
the officer, and the negro was finally 
handcuffed and sent to the police sta- 
tion, 

He was tried yesterday afternoon be- 
fore Recorder Broyles and was fined 
$15.75 or thirty days in the stockade. He 
went to the stockade and was ordered 
returned, it being the intention of Officer 
Luck to present the case to the grand 
jury. 

The officer suspected the negro of being 
a chicken thief and was endeavoring to 
arrest him. He had gone to the house 
of Officer Luck with three chickens and 
offered them for sale for 10 cents each. 
The officer had just gotten out of bed, 
and when he went to the door the boy 
recognized him and ran. Several people 
in West End have lost chickens recent- 
ly, and suspecting that Henderson was 
implicated in the thefts Mr. Luck ran 
after him. 

Negro Brings Blood. 

When the officer seized the negro the 
boy began to resist and a furious scuffle 
ensued, both the officer and negro fall- 
ing and rolling over on the ground. Luck 
felt a sting on his hand, and looking 
down saw blood flowing from a wound. 
Before he had time to realize how the 
wound was made the negro made a vi- 
cious lunge at his throat with a long 
bladed knife. 

Officer Luck dodged and instantly 
grasped his antagonist by the throat, 
choking him until he dropped the knife. 
A car was passing at the time and sev- 
eral men noticing the combat leaped 
from the car and ran to the scene. They 
assisted in holding the negro until the 
officer could send into the house and get 
his handcuffs.

Survivors of Seventh Georgia Leave 
Today for Virginia. 


HAVE ARRANGED GREAT TRIP 


Veterans Will Visit Manassas, Alex- 
agdria, Washington, Richmond 
and Petersbuii—Trip Will 
Last a Week—150 Vet- 
erans Will Go. 


One hundred and fifty battle-scarred 
veteraps of the Seventh Georgia regi- 
ment, who followed the stars and bars 
of the confederacy from Manassas to 
Appomattox, will gather in Atlanta today 
to board a spécial train which will carry 
them back to the scene of the four years’ 
struggle. 

For a number of years the survivors 
of this famous regiment have been de- 
sirous “of visiting the battle flelds on 
which they fowent, and on which so 
many of their comrades gave up their 
lives. 

This year, after a conference with the 
local officials of the Southern railway 
and the Seaboard Air Line, the veterans 
have arranged for a trip which will in 
all probability be the most interesting 
made by a confederate regiment since 
the close of the war between the states. 

The special train which will be run for 
the accommodation of the veterans leaves 
over the Southern railway this afternoon 
at 1:30 o’clock. The party wil] travel 
from Atlanta to Alexandria over the 
Southern, from Alexandria to Richmond 
over the Richmond, Fredericksburg and 
Potomac, and from Richmond to Atlanta 
over the Seaboard Air Line. 

While on the trip the veterans will visit 
Manassas, Alexandria, Washington, Fred- 
ericksburg, Richmond and Petersburg, as 
well as a number of minor points. The 
trip will last a week, the veterans re- 
turning to Atlanta naxt Saturday morn- 
ing. 
The full itinerary is to be as follows:

WATER BOARD WANTS MONEY 


Needs $6,000 with Which To Put 
New Valves in Position. 


OLD VALVES ARE WORN 


There Is No Surplus Money in Treas- 
ury, and Chances for the Appro- 
priation Appear Very Slim. 


It is more than probable that the water 
board will send a request to council] at 
its next meeting for an edditional $6,000 
to put in new valves. 

The pipe committee of the water board 
held a meeting yesterday and upon rec- 
ommendation of the superintendent de- 
cided to ask the water board to request 
council for the additional money, 

The present valves are said to be in an 
extremely bad condition and a marmber 
of them have already been tamen out of 
the pipes. There are about thirty 20 and 
30-inch vailves between the city and the 
water works that need replacing on ac- 
count of the fact that they are worn out 
and of an old style. I these stop valves, 
as they are called, should fail to work 
and a break eXould occur somewhere in 
the mains all of the water would imme- 
diately run out and it would take about 
fhaif a day to fill the pipes alone. Quite 
a number of defective valves have been 
discovered and it is thought that a great- 
er part of them are out of working order. 

Chairman Barrett, who is at the head 
of the pipe committee of the water board, 
says that the work is very important and 
should be attended to at once. If the 
water board makes the request at the 
next meeting of council it does not seem 
likety that it will get the money, Chair- 
man Konts, of the finance committee, has 
stated on several occasions thalt there is 
not more money in the city treasury than 
is needed for the actual running ex- 
penses of the government. Just where

‘HAS BEEN HERE SIX MONTHS 


Sixteenth May Not Arrive. Until 
Monday or Tuesday—List of 
Officers of the —_— 
Battalion and of the 

Two Coming. 


The four companies of the Twenty-third 
United States infantry, who are now 
waiting orders at Fort McPherson, are 
likely to remain so for several days long- 
er than they at first expected. 

It was thought that the five companies 
of the Sixteenth infantry which are now 
on their way to Atlanta would reach 
the city this morning, but yesterday the 
local Officials of the Southern railway 
received information from the officials of 
the Frisco system at Kansas City that 
the special train bearing the troops 
would not reach Kansas City until this 
morning or tonight. In consequence it 
may not reach Atlanta until Monday af- 
ternoon or Tuesday morning. 

The companies at the post have been 
ready to move for several days. They 
have al] their accoutrements packed up 
and the officers state that they will be 
ready to leave Atlanta within two hours 
after the arvival of the Sixteenth. 

The change in quarters by the troops 
of the two regiments will be accompa- 
nied by no military ceremony or for- 
mality. The five companies of the Six- 
teenth will march in and take possession 
of the quarters and the four companies 
of the Twenty-third will then board the 
special train which will bé set in the 
Fort McPherson grounds for them and 
will at once leave for Plattsburg, N. Y., 
where they will be stationed in the fu- 
ture. 

Companies I, K, L and M, composing 
the Third battalion of the Twenty-third 
infantry, have been at Fort McPherson 
for the last six months. Owing to the 
fact that neither the regimental head- 
quarters nor the band were here the 
post has not been a scene of much ac- 
tivity since the arrival of these compa- 
nies. Howe#@er, the men of the Twenty- 
third have made a splendid impression on 
the citizens of Atlanta. The disorderly 
conduct that had become characteristic 
of the recruits that were stationed at 
the post prior to the arrival of the 
Twenty-third has disappeared entirely.
